THE UNSEEN WORLD."~ 


Bade* M It I* Pictured ID the Book! of 


tbe Apocrypluk 


The book of Daniel, dating from the 


Maccabean age, is pe&aps the earliest 
work in •which any clear moral differen- 
tiation as regards the unseen world is 
manifest. "Many of them that sleep in 
tho dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to sfiame 
and everlasting contempt. 
And they 


that be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament, and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the stars 
forever and ever." 
To find a more de- 


tailed account of hades we must turn to 
the books of the Apocrypha, written in 
Greek, and pervaded by ideas not pre- 
cisely Hellenic, but Hellenistic. 


In particular the book of Enoch, 


which deals largely in esohatology and 
the secrets of the. universe, speaks in 
some detail of the future of righteous 
and wicked: "Allgoodness and joy and 
glory aro prepared for them and are 
written down for the spirits of those 
•who have died in righteousness, and 
manifold good will be given to you in 
recompense for your labors, and your 
lot is abundantly beyond the lot of the 
living." And in contrast: "Know ye 
that their souls (the sinners) will be 
made to descend into- sheol, nnd they 
will become wretched, and great will 
bo their tribulation, and into darkness 
and a net and a burning fire, where 
there is grievous condemnation, will 
your spirits enter, and there will be 
grievous condemnation for the genera- 
tions of tho world." 


In tbe fourth book of Esdras it is 


said of tlie enemies of God that "they 
ehull decay in confusion, and be con- 
sumed with shame, and wither in fear, 
when they soo tho glory of the Most 
High, in -whoKO sight they sin while ' 
they aro alive.'' Much influence on later 
Jewish thought was exercised by a well 
known passage of tho later Isaiah: 
"They shall go forth, and look upon the 
curcusea of tho men tliat have trans- 
grrssed against me, for their worm 
shall not die, neither shall their fire be 
quenched, :»ud they &hall be an abhor- 
ring unto all flash." These words in 
tlioir primary meaning refer to the ma- 
terial bodies of the dead, but in tho Hel- 
lenistic ago they were used of the future 
world of spirits. 
And the picture of 


which tho outline was thus sketched 
was by degrees lilled in from non-Bibli- 
cal sources. But this filling in went on 
but slowly and was not far advanced 
at the beginning of tho Christian era 
Contemporary Eoview. 


LETTER WRITING. 


The Art a Lost Ono to the Present Day 


Scribblers of Hasty Notes. 


Every one knows, of course, that tho 


actual uambor of letters passing through 
tho mails of every uivilized country is 
greater, rather than less, year by year. 
But every 0110 also feels that those let- 
ters aro no longer letters, in the true 
sense, at all. They arc amplified tele- 
grams, bald and bare atatnmeuts of fact, 
and they havo tho loose and disjointed 
and careless phraseology of the tele- 
graphic ii!essa"p. 
That sonso of the fit 


expression, tlie graceful concept; that 
foeliiig for the lucid aud connected ex- 
positiou of tho ideas, for tho balance of 
the parts, of a letter, for its composi- 
tion, in short—tho very term is pre- 
Adamico to the e.id of tlie century oar 
—lhat used to preoccupy the best letter 
writers of anothergeu»nition have gone 
from our present day scribblers of hasty 
notes, as though such musty things had 
uevur been. 


The only people who "compose" their 


letters nor>* aro cultivated old ladies. 
Their*coUege bred granddaughters, in- 
tellectually armed and xjrofessionally 
Equipped, exhibit productions in that 
line, of which, for the most part, it 
might bo .said, as Houry James re- 
marked of tho notes of invitation of the 
London society woman, that they have 
nothing in common with the epistolary 
art but the postage stamp. 


It may be hold that such an aocom- 


plishmont is not, after all, of the great- 
est value. But behind it there is an in- 
stinct, deep seated in tho race, that a 
widespread habit of careless writing af- 
fects very directly tho thinking of a peo- 
ple. And this one cannot but believe to 
be tho case. It takes no intellect to put 
plain fticts into honest, self respecting 
phrases. But it takes self restraint and 
attcntivciiess, and these lead in time to 
a disciplined and coherent way of look- 
ing at life.—"Tho Point of View" in 
Scribucr's.

Said she, "you say they are searching 
but haven't found it, but tbey will 
they can't help it." And they did les 
than half an hour later. 


She said Pickler had been in the 


habit of bringing home pieces of th 
crude bullion from his first employ 
ment in the mint down to the presen' 
time, or within the last two or three 
weeks. Her description of its charao 
ter could not be mistaken, it was siin 
ply retorted amalgam or crude bullion 
in its rough state as received from the 
mills or reduction works for melting 
into bars. 


She said at one time in Garrard's ad 


ministration tie bad sent a lot of tbia 
crude gold and silver bullion by his 
brother, L. A. Pickler, to San Fran- 
cisco, where he sold it, amounting to 
about $1,900. It was taken from their 
residence and ahe saw und knew all 
about it. This could be traced, as the 
brother was out in Montana at a place 
called Vale or something similar. AI 
this same atory ahe told in a very 
straight-forward manner to others be. 
bides myself, and the bullion found is 
quite corroborative, to say the least. 


This rough, rugged gold and silver 


metal is in pieces of all sorts of shapes 
fi om the size and thickness of a boy's 
hand, down to small stuff in a sack, the 
whole weighing ten and a quarter 
pounds. Sheriff Kinney has it in his 
safe. Meanwhile Picklsr mingled freely 
with the excited crowd in front of the 
county building, looking confident and 
smiling and at the present writing is 
wailing for the problem to be decided 
aa to who among the civil or Govern' 
ment officials will assume the authority 
to arrest him. 


But the proposition is that this 


bullion was not embezzled from the 
mint, or Government, but from the de- 
positors, therefore cannot be reckoned 
as mint shortage. Anyhow it is funny 
that this newly discovered leakage has 
bean quietly going on right in the face 
of the sensational mint investigation 
and examination. The annual Govern- 
ment clean up can't come any too soon. 


Pickler says this bullion is all right, 


that it came from hia brother in Idaho. 
He says he can explain everything sat- 
isfactorily.

SURRENDERS 
TO Till; 
SHERIFF. 


Mr>. Alice M. Hartley Goes to PrU«n. 


Yesterday Mrs. Alice M. Hartley vol- 


untarily surrendered herself to Sheriff 
Caughlin. She made a persistent fight 
for liberty bnt failed to attain it. Her 
case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, bi;t that tribunal affirmed the 
judgment of the District Court. Then 
a special meeting of the Board of par- 
dons was held to consider her applica- 
tion for pardon.

Attorney Dennis followed, and the 
statement was elicited from him that 
he himself was informed of Flint's dis- 
qualification. Cross examined by the 
latter aa to the names of his informers 
Dennis declined to answer aiid was 
sustained by the Court, but aubse- 
quently answered Flint's next question,' 
that only one man had spoken to him. 
After arguments pro and con, Judge 
Mack summarily ordered Flint out of 
the panel, at the same time command- 
the clerk to take hia name from the 
Jury box for being a totally unfit per- 
son to ever serve as a juror again. 


With the usual admonition the jury 


was then given w charge of two newly 
uworn deputy sheriffs, while Sheriff 
Wm. Eason himself was ordered for 
the third time to return a new venire 
by Wednesday. 


It ia impossible to foretell the out- 


come of the trial, as a strong rumor is 
rife to the effect that there ia another 
iuror in the box similarly disqualified.

This is especially true of Trin- 
ty and Graco church, whicli may al- 
uost bo said to improve year by year. 
It is a peculiarity of these three laud- 
rmks of Now York that thorn who at-
